Shapp gave his views on the 
NBC-TV Today Show. 
Shapp 
said

federal energy chief William E. 
Simon, is opposed to a rollback 
of diesel fuel prices favored by 
the truckers, the special legisla­ 
tion could solve the problem. 
The governor said he sympa­ 
thized with the plight of tho 
independent truckers who have 
seen fuel prices double since 
May. 
“ Something had to give and 
nobody would talk to them,” he 
said. 
“Now 
at 
last 
they’re 
getting some cooperation from 
top leaders in Washington.” 
'Of 
the 
negotiations 
which 
went on for six hours Sunday 
before a recess until midday 
today, 
Shapp 
said: 
“Our 
greatest 
progress 
is 
we’re 
starting to talk. By the end of 
the 'day, we may have a good 


idea of where we’re going to 
go.” 


On

demands, 
Simon 
indicated that govern­ 
ment red tape was a major 
stumbling block in solving the 
strike.

Britain Miners Favor 
Strike In Heavy Vote

nationwide strike expected to 
turn Britain’s economic crisis 
into a disaster. 
The Mineworkers* Union said 
coal workers voted 188,393 to 
44,222' to walk off their jobs 
next Sunday, escalating their 
12-week-old 
slowdown 
into 
a 
full-scale walkout. 
About 86 per cent of Britain’s 
269,000 miners took part in the 
crucial 
strike 
balloting 
last 
Thursday 
and 
Friday. 
The 
votes, counted by the independ­ 
ent Electoral Reform Society, 
were announced by Minework­ 
ers President Joe Gormley at 
union headquarters. 'The ballot 
authorized the union’s national 
executive committee to launch 
a strike on Sunday, but did not 
make it mandatory. 
The Heath government im­ 
posed a three-day work week 
Dec. 31 to conserve dwindling 
energy stocks and government 
officials predicted more work 


cuts if the miners launch a full- 
scale walkout. 
The 
union’s ruling national 
executive 
committee, 
which 
was scheduled to meet 'Tuesday 
to 
discuss 
the 
strike 
vote, 
appeared divided on whether 
the coal miners should try to 
work out a last-minute accord 
with the Heath government. 
Gormley, a moderate, said he 
was 
“looking for 
a 
way to 
assist a settlement.” Lawrence 
Daly,

Your Share Of Big Federal 
Budget Will Be $1,403.77

new federal budget beginning

A good time to rob a bank 
or set a fire was most frequent 
comment as hundreds of blue 
uniforms descended upon the 
State House. 
The House was nearing final 
vote on abill which would alter 
police and fire pensions in the 
state. 
Establishing 
standards 
for retirement is the first step 
in state financial aid to cities 
and counties for such pension 
plans. Uniforms bearing patches 
from 'Columbus, Jeffersonville, 
Peru, Kokomo and Indianapolis 
were but a few adorning the 
one day lobbyists. Halls were 
jammed, with Representatives 
unable to reach their chambers 
A spokesman for the group 
addressed a press conference. 
He 
told 
newsmen 
proposed 
amendments to the bill would 
inject even more politics into 
ranks. The hill was introduced 
to base pensions upon a per­ 
centage o." the base pay of a 
first class patrol or fireman. An 
amendment had been made to 
make the base the five highest 
paid 
years 
after 
ten 
years 
service. 
Newsmen were told: “ Most 
police and fire departments in 
the state have been unable to 
gain a m erit system. Citizens 
want to retain local control and 
ranks of .police and firemen 
change with politics under the 
patronage system.. The amend­ 
ment 
would 
create 
political 
wars within the ranks, seeking 
promotions to increase pension 
rights.” 
At the present time, 10 per 
cent of all tax money spent in 
the State of Indiana goes for 
public safety, a basic obligation 
of government. This 
includes 
the State Police, all city and 
county police, plus town mar­ 
shals, and all fire companies. 
Of this, only 3 per cent is being 
spent for established, pensions 
under a 1937 law. 
_ 
Under the 
law, 
individuals 
contribute 3 per cent of their 
salary to non-existant pension 
f u n d s , 
used 
for 
current 
obligations. Balance of pensions 
are paid from property taxes 
It is similar to deficit financing 
of the fiscal irresponsible Social 
Security plan of the Federal 
government. 
C u r r e n t proposals would 
require individuals to contribute 
6 per cent 
of their pay, with 
cities and counties matching the 
contributions. The fund would 
not 
be 
enough 
to 
meet 
obligations, 
but 
would be 
a 
start, and state aid could be 
expected. 
One of the problems has been 
the early retirement age made 
possible by pensions based upon 
20 years service, with a long 
life expectancy ahead. Current 
proposals 
would 
establish 
a 
higher 
retirement 
age, 
but 
include a grandfather clause to 
cover those already working. 
Police and fire pension is a 
tough problem, and one which 
cannot 
be 
avoided 
by 
the 
legislature much longer.

Stripmining Can Improve Land, State Official Says 


By B. J. GILLEY 
INDIANAPOLIS ( U P I) 
— 
Stripmining, which conjures up 
pictures of deep ruts gouged in 
the earth, actually can make 
the land more valuable and im­ 
prove its ability to support plant 
life, according to a state offi­ 
cial. 
As Richard D. McNabb, direc­ 
tor of the division of reclama­ 
tion 
for 
the Indiana 
Depart­ 
ment. of Natural Resources, ex­ 
plained 
it, 
Indiana’s 
law 
on 
stripmining prevents the m as­ 
sive scars in the earth m o s t 
people think of when they hear 
the word “ stripmining ” 
“ We are one of seven or eight 
states in the nation that has 
concurrent 
reclamation,’ 
Mc- 
Nabb said... *‘This means t h e 
licensed company starts grading 
and re-vegetation of the land 
immediately behind its stripping 
operation. There are areas that 
were disturbed two years ago 
that are being put into wheat 
this fall and will be bearing 
harvests next summer.’’ 
Many Wrong Ideas 
He said that most people had 
many wrong ideas about strip 
mine operations for coal in the 
state, based in large part on 
stories they had seen or heard 
about strip mining operations in 
other slates, which were not as 
quick to realize the need for re­ 
claiming mined lands. 
“ We’ve had two different laws 
on land reclamation, with t h e 
current one passed in 1967, but 
we passed a land reclamation 
law in 1941 that was the second 
such law enacted in the na­ 
tion,” he said. “ Most of t h e 
stories about the evils of strip- 
mining come from states that 
did not pass laws requiring land 
reclamation until 1950s or even 
early 1960 s. 
“ Our present law, passed in 
1967. was considered a radical 
piece of legislation then when 
we became the seventh state to 
enact stricter controls. 
N o w 
there are 29 states with laws 
and we can see our phraseology 
and philosophy in some of the 
others that have been passed,” 
McNabb said. 
The law does not get into de­ 
tails of specifying that the min­ 
ing company shall replace t h e 
topsoil that was taken from the 
surface of the ground. It does 
require that the company take 
care of grading and re-vegeta­ 
tion of the area, McNabb said. 
Poor Land Originally 
“Contrary to a lot of things the 
general public believes, most 
of the areas that are being strip 
mined and then reclaimed were 
not in very good condition to 
begin with,” he said. “ They are 
usually brush land with ditches, 
washes 
and 
ridges 
running 
through them, so they are more 
productive 
after 
mining 
is

Soil Holds Moisture 
“ It has a tendency to h o l d 
moisture like a sponge because 
of all the little air pockets so 
during a droughty season, there 
will be more water there than 
in adjoining areas that have not 
been disturbed,” he said. “All 
this moisture means that trees 
planted 
there 
have 
a tremen­ 
dous amount of growth.” 
Lands mined before 1967 laws 
was enacted were not reclaimed 
to the same extent as they are 
now. but McNabb said the lands 
mined after 19-11 were reclaim­ 
ed enough that, they would not 
fit the description “ waste land.” 
He said, the la nils mined be­ 
fore 1941 were not covered by 
provisions for recala mat ion, but 
the state and federal govern­ 
ment had begun steps to reclaim 
“ abandoned” lands. The p l a n 
called for the state either to buy 
or take the land Ihrough public 
condemn at ion and 
reclaim it. 
The reclaimed land, could either 
be used for public properly or 
could be 
sold by the state for 
the costs of reclaiming it. 
McNabb said the earliest min 
ed areas actually amounted to 
much less than those covered 
by the 1941-1967 laws because 
technology limited the amount 
of ground that could be mined.

Legislative activity was slow 
during the first week of the 
Seoond 
Session 
of 
the 
93rd 
Congress, so it seems an ap­ 
propriate time to look back 
upon the recess and to con­ 
template the future as it len­ 
ta, lively begins to emerge. 
During the recess I visited 
every one of the 12 counties 
in 
the 
10 th 
Congressional 
District, toured factories, held 
office hours, visited informally, 
and spoke often (sometimes two 
and three times a day and 
always with question and an­ 
swer periods) at high schools, 
service 
clubs. 
Chamber 
of 
Commerce and Bar Association 
m e e t i n g s , 
a t 
o t h e r 
organizations, and at political 
gatherings. 
From 
this 
ex­ 
perience 
1 
received 
certain 
overall 
impressions 
of 
the 
current thinking and feeling of 
the 
people 
of 
the 
10th 
Congressional District. Some of 
these follow: 
1. While 
all 
kinds 
of 
in­ 
dividual opinions are given, I 
detected 
no 
overriding 
nor 
overwhelming 
sentiment 
or 
drive for the impeachment of 
the President of the United 
States. 
2. People are concerned about 
the economy, inflation, and the 
energy crisis (which many of 
them regard as phony), and 
they are more immediately and 
urgently concerned with these 
things than they are with the 
constitutional p r o b l e m s of 
impeachment. 


3. Foreign 
affairs--even 
the 
Arab-Israeli War (except for its 
energy 
aspects) 
occupies 
a 
rather far back third place in 
the current interests and con­ 
cerns of the people. 
On impeachment, of course, 
one gets every sort of opinion. 
The majority however-including 
a majority of those who are 
not particularly favorable to the 
President--is not in favor of 
impeachment unless convincing 
evidence is forthcoming which 
discloses personal participation 
i n 
serious 
illegality 
and 
wrongdoing on the part of the 
President. I brought the im- 
p e a c h m e n t 
question 
up 
everywhere I went (and, unlike 
the m.alter of 'the economy, I 
usually did have to' bring it up) 
and 
this 
was 
the 
general 
reaction. The President’s stock 
is not riding high, but neither 
are people anxious to remove 
him from office. 
I heard relatively little talk 
of resignation. It is my belief 
that this 
is 
very 
largely 
a 
Washington-based 
concern, on 
the 
part 
of 
members 
of 
Congress 
who 
might 
well 
welcome such a relief from the 
hard necessity of biting 
the 
impeachment bullet. 
I have said before, and I say 
again, that I will try to decide 
this difficult matter on the basis 
of all the evidence and the law 


as I understand it and as it 
may finally develop. No one’s 
mind can be made up at this 
time because the full ease is 
not yet in. 
The 
investigation 
by 
the 
Judiciary Committee is still in 
its early stages. It was deter­ 
mined this week that we will 
go to the full House for formal 
authority to proceed and lor the 
grant of full subpoena powers. 
It is hoped that these important 
powers will be fully and equally 
shared by 
the 
majority 
and 
minority. 
Another 
important 
matter 
which 
needs 
prompt 
resolution 
is 
the 
question 
of 
whether, to what extent, and 
through what procedure, it may 
be possible for the Judiciary 
Committee to be supplied, for 
the purposes of its impeachment 
inquiry, 
with 
the 
information 
which the Special Prosecutor, 
Mr. Jaworski, ha- placed before 
the Watergate grand jury. The 
answer to this problem 
may 
well have an important bearing 
on whether the inquiries of the 
Judiciary 
Committee 
can 
be 
concluded with anything like the 
degree 
of 
promptness 
which 
most 
people 
(including 
the 
writer) 
would 
regard 
as 
desirable. 


The Energy Situation 
The degree of public skep­ 
ticism about the energy crisis 
I regard as unfortunate (and 
to some extent 1 think it reflects 
a 
general 
and 
regrettable 
skepticism 
about 
the 
overall 
credibility 
o f 
government) 
because it is naturally difficult 
to resolve a problem unless one 
first agrees that it exists. 
The shortage, I think, is real- 
brought about by five or six 
years of consumption in excess 
of 
production 
of 
energy 
at 
home, aggravated by the Arab 
embargo, 
which 
has 
put 
a. 
squeeze on the increasing im ­ 
ports relied upon to make up 
the difference. 
The 
shortage 
can 
also 
be 


painful and very real matter 
of concern to us all, because 
i f 
long 
continued 
and 
aggravated, it will lead to in­ 
dustrial 
slowdown, 
and 
con­ 
sequent 
unemployment, 
as 
it 
has 
already begun to do in 
certain instances. 


I do not, however, believe that 
the energy crisis is long-range. 
First, because there are infinite 
sources 
of 
energy 
which 
we 
have scarcely begun to exploit 
and 
explore 
(and indeed 
we 
may well be entering a tran­ 
sition period in which we will 
g r a d u a l l y 
shift 
from 
a 
petroleum base for energy to 
one 
based 
on 
coal, 
nuclear 
power, 
and, 
ultimately, 
more 
esoteric sources) and, second, 
because1'—even if the Mid east 
truce does not succeed as we 
hope it will—it seems likely to 
me that the Arabs will find 
their 
embargo 
to 
be 
non- 
p r o f i t a b l e 
and 
counter­ 
productive from their own point 
of view within 
a foreseeable 
period of time. 
Current 
popular indignation 
against 
the oil 
companies is 
ni.it-¡’ and understandable, and 
is 
whipped 
up 
for 
political 
advantage 
by 
some 
of 
my 
Congressional 
colleagues 
who 
really ought to know better, but 
I hope we won’t go to self- 
defeating 
lengths. 
Both 
price 
controls 
and 
subsidies 
are 
basically 
unsound 
and 
an­ 
tithetical to any sort of free 
economy, and it seems to me 
that, on the one hand, we should 
reduce, limit, or remove the 
s u b s i d y 
crutches 
of 
the 
depletion allowance, and over 
generous tax credits for over­ 
seas tax and royalty payments, 
now enjoyed by the oil com­ 
panies, while on the other hand 
we should proceed cautiously 
and reasonably on the matter of 
excess 
profits taxes; 
because 
the truth is that the oil com­ 
panies which make money are 
the ones which can and will 
spend 
the 
billions 
for 
ex­ 
ploration. well drilling, tankers, 
deep 
water 
ports, 
refineries, 
pipelines, and so on, which must 
be spent if additional oil is to 
be produced so that the saor­ 
ta ge 
may 
be 
alleviated 
and 
prices 
may 
be 
held 
to 
a 
reasonable level. 
This, 
1 
think, 
is 
basically 
sound 
doctrine 
which applies 
not just to energy and to oil 
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companies but to the economy 
in general. 
The ultimate alternative is a 
take-over of all such activities 
by the state, operating of course 
with tax collected funds. 
I do not favor this course, 
nor do I think that most of us 
regard it as consistent with the

But Nixon pledged “to ensure 
that federal programs produce

Nixon’s Budget Asks $27.6 Million 


For Indiana Flood Control 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Pres­ 
ident Nixon asked Congress in 
his fiscal 1975 budget today for 
S27.6 million to finance flood 
control and navigation projects 
in Indiana. 
Just under 60 per cent of that 
total would be shared with Ken­ 
tucky for three separate lock 
and dam construction projects 
on the Ohio River. 
They include $7.8 million for 
the Uniontown, Ky., locks and 
dam; $6 million for the New­ 
burgh, Ind., locks and dam, and 
$2.6 million for the Cannelton, 
Ind., locks and dam. 
The items were included in a 
$1.6 billion budget request for 
the U.S. Army Corps of Engi­ 
neers, compared with an actual 
appropriation of $1.5 billion in 
fiscal 1974.
